CONGRESSIONAL NEWS, 

Richmond, Dec. 21,—Congress is get- 
ting ready its most unportant work. 

The Chairman of the Commitice on 
Military Affairs presented to the Mouse 
to-day a bill to vontinua in servico for the 
war, all soldiers now in service, ov shall 
hereafter enter the service, and romain 
in existing organizations. 

A resolution was offered in offect that 
if any part of the army be re-conscripted, 
they shall be allowed to olect regimental 
and company officers. 

The Miltary Committee reported a 
bill which provides when substitutes have 
deserted, or may hereafter dosert, or 
when they have become hable to enlist- 
ment under present or future laws, tho 
principal shall go into the army. 

This bill is to be considered in order. 

A number of persons jn this city, bav- 

Ing substitutes, have employed counsel 
to test the legality of any act of Odngress 
by which it may attempt to place them 
in the service, 

Congress was divided on the subject, 
Some were of opinion that thoy had bet- 
ter do nothing with tho subject now, as 
all those holding substitutes would be- 
come liable to military duty at the end 
of three years. 

Tholmpressment Bill reported by the 
Judiciary Committee, a few days ago, 
was taken up, and sevoral amendments 
were adopted. The most important of 
which allows an appeal of both parties 
when dissatisfied, 

It also prohibits the impressment of 
ficld negroes, except by order of tho Qen- 
eral commanding the departmont. The 
bill passed. 

A bill passed allowing farmers to com- 
mute one-tenth of their sweet potatoes, 
by paying their yalue in money, at rates

Camp Oororapo, Dec. 28th, 1863. _ 
Egtlor State Gazelte:—Thanks to the 
machinations and misrepresentations of 
frontier men out of the service, and who 
have never been in any service, this re- 
giment is at last to be transferred un- 
conditionally to the Confederacy, and as 
we believe, a vital blow struck at the 
hest interests of the frontier. But what 
do stich men care, if they can only stay 
at home and keep out of service a whilo 
longer? Jn all probability this regiment 
will soon be ordered to some other sec- 
tion of country, leaving or families with 
loss protection than they had before. It 
is not very likely that any other regi- 
ment, excopt it be one composed of de- 
sertors and the hike characters, in whom 
we can have no confidence, will be placed 
on or about this line; and supposing 
that no other regiment be ordered here, 
and that the men remaining in the frontier 
counties bo organizéd into companies in 
the manner required by the Act of the 
Legislature, how Jong will it be before 
the Indians will be coming down in still 
larger bands than heretofore, and then 
how long can the frontier withstand the 
shock? Tf all dhe mon in the frontier 
counties, whon assisted by this regiment, 
were not ablo to afford that protection 
that the frontier required, Low can the 
minute companies alone beat back and 
successfully resist the savage foe, and do 
more than all of us combined? This is 
a point which, it seems, the combined 
wisdom of the State has not suon proper 
to consider. Tho question now arises, 
whether or not this regiment will be ras 
tained on the frontier, and if ordored off, 
what troops, if any, will be put m our 
places; for it 6 not to be supposed that 
any one is so obtuse as to imagine that 
the minute companies alone will aflord 
the protection required, This minuto 
system has hada fair ond honest trial, 
and in every instance heretofore has beon 
found lamentably wanting It looks 
well enough on paper, but will not work 
in practise, The checks and balances of 
courts martial and the like, will not 
weigh a foather; the men will scout just 
when they feel like ft and no oftetier ; 
and before three months’ trial hag been 
had, it will prove itself to be as miserable
